, One of our chief 'aims as a member,of any UFO 

group must be to improve the public and scientific 
N respectability of our subject .One. of the. main .'ways of 
going about this is to'ensure all investigations arc 
THOROUGHLY carried out.Too often.an (investigation’" 
consists of a report several lines long - FULL STOP.To 
pass this of as serious investigation is nonsensa.Nov 
of- course groups struggle for time and manpower and by 
necessity must be selective in thoir handling of cases 
BUT too many cases which cry out for a full investigation 
receive absolutely the.same treatment as a BITS seen by 
an obviously inespcrionced observor.By all means try to 
identify such reports,and include these efforts in the 
investigation report,but do NOT wasto precious time on'' 
them. When a report offers potential make'the most of 
it.Your report,should consist of a iffULL statement by all 
witnesses ( separate one s j), drawings and maps (so often 
loft out),oonfidential report on tho witness by tho"‘ 
investigators,details of all attempts to isolate a cause 
(with weather inf 0 ,official letters etc),transcripts of 
recorded interviews,field reports on.the area etc." '. . .

Summer»featured .Rex Dutta and attracted over 300 people 
,but it was decided that a more down to earth approach 
ho used this year and the factual and scientific 
aspects of the subject stressed.In consequence two" 
lectures were hold.in the morning Arthur Tomlinson, 
with'reference to a fascinating and extensive selection 
of slides,gave a general'appraisal of the phenomena 
outlining the various types of observation and related 
effects.After a lunch break Norman Oliver gave a 
somewhat"rambling but highly enjoyable precis of the 
various theories to explain what UFOs are.He tended to 
concentrate or Contactec cases,though that is not a 
criticism. 'There is no doubt that the lectures wero 
for the UPC connoisseur and as one of the few audiamoo 
members.unfamiliar with the subject commented,"It did 
nothing-1 5 convince mo one way or the other".Consider 
ing this and the sweltering heat of one of Summei’S few 
heatwaves the attendance of 70 or so,though looking 
minute in the high capacity hall,was reasonable. It was 
good to see sc many HURON groups represented and the 
opportunity wes taken to have a mid lecture group chat. 
There was also a full visual display by 'UUFOS,RIGAF, 
DIGAP and a jcint HURON section.Printed matter was also 
available from Norman Oliver,PSR and HURON.The event 
certainly fulfilled .-a role in Northern Ufology .and this
